Edsel Explains That Is All on Ac- 
count of the Horsepower Tax 
England Has Imposed. 

LONDON, April 22.—Edsel Ford 
and his wife saw the sights of Lon- 
don vesterday from a hired auto- 
mobile, and sueccessfullly dodged 
hundreds of cranks and beggars 
attracted by press stories that he is 


the second richest man in the 
world. 

Ford said he was here on busi- 
ness partly, but shook his head 
when asked about the possibility 


of developing a British market for 
Fords. The Ford passenger cars 
have been driven nearly off the 
market, though trucks are popular, 
and Edsel explained: ‘“‘There can 
be nothing much done for us here 


until we have got at a solution of 
the horsepower tax.” Every fliv- 
ver must pay a yearly tax of $115, 


based on its horsepower, while En- 
rlish cars costing up to $3000 and 


$4000 pay a tax of from $30 to

“The managers for the House 
of Representatives will he re. 
ceived,” declared Vice President 
Dawes. “Let the Sergeant-at- Arms 
assign them to seats.” 

A row of chairs had been placed 
just in front of the first row of 
desks on the Republican side.
